Specification

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6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated/described/disclosed by Martinez (see US Patent No 4,238,687). 

Martinez discloses a surface mechanism 43 and underground mechanism 1 5 
to turn a turbine/generator 23 to create electricity (see abstract of the patent). The 
invention discloses a mechanism triggered into action by a highway surface device 
14 (see figures 1, 2), due to vehicle traffic weight and motion (see abstract), which 
causes motion of the underground mechanism 15 (See column 2, lines 43-60).
